School district number 12, in the town 
of Centre, in the county of Lafayette, is hereby author-
ized to borrow such sum or sums of money not exceed-
ing four thousand dollars, at a rate of interest not ex-
ceeding eight per cent. per annum, upon such terms and 
for such length of time as the board thereof may deter-
mine, and to renew such loan from time to time ; and 
the officers of said district are hereby authorized, in the 
name of said district, to make and execute any pledge 
or security, binding said district and the property 
thereof, that they may deem proper and advisable, to 
secure the payment of such money borrowed, and the 
interest thereon.
